LABOR WAR BEGINS. 


Great Struggle Between Capital and 


Labor Opened This Morning. 


Over 13,000 Strikers. 


BOSTON, Mass., Jan. 17.-What will 


prove the greatest struggle between capi- 
tal nad labor iu fctie history of the New 
England cotton industry began this morn- 
ing. In all 22 mills are closed, over 13,000 
operatives are on strike, and over $12,030,- 
°00 of capital is affected. 


The tie-up ia the most complete ever 


known in the cotton industry of New 
England. New Bedford is practically an 
idle city, Biddeford, Me., haB nearly 5,000 
workers out, Burlington, Vt., and Fall 
River each have smaller numbers. In ad- 
dition cuts went into effect today in 
nearly 20 cities and thousands of workers 
are anxieusly watching the outcome- 


At New Bedford the situation ia worst- 


Not a loom or spindle ia moving in the 
city. There are 9,000 idle operatives, in- 
volving nine corporations controlling 18 
mills ia the strike. The cut down of 10 
per 
cent 
is 
uniform 
throughout 


the city. 
There was no excitement 


or trouble this morning. The operatives 
simply did not enter the mills. Instead 
they went to the labor headquarters or 
stayed around the mill gates. 


During the forenoon there was consid- 


able excitement about the gates of the 
Acushuetmill. An immense crowd was 
gathered, and the strikers pelted the 
watchman and mill bosses with stones 
ani frozen earth. 
No 
one 
was 


injured, 
however. 
At 
most 
of 


the 
mills 
the 
crowds 
hissed 


the bosses but attempted no violence. For 
the most part the strikers were good- 
natured. The corporations wonld say 
nothing. 


At Biddeford, Me., 4500 operatives re- 


fused to go to work. The Fepperell and 
Laconia mills have 3000 and the York 
mills 1500 strikers. All the mills ar« shut 
down absolutely. The general reduction 
is 10 per cent., bat ia the York mills the 
reduction in some departments reaches 20 
per cent. 


All the mule spinners and spare bands at 


King Phillip mil,! in Fall River struefc this 
morning, 50 in all. The ring spinners are 
also out. This closes practically all the 
spinning departments. The weaving and 
other departments are running. 


At Burlington, Vt., 300 operatives in 


the Queen City cotton mill are out and 
the mill is closed indefinitely. There is 
no trouble, the workers all watching the 
results of the larger strikes in other 
places. 


The operatives in the following places 


went to work as usual this morniag: 
Brunswick, Me., Amsbary, Pittsfleld, N- 
H., Salmon Falls, N. H., Augusta, Me,. 
Waterville, Me., Lewiston, Me., Lowell, 
Lawrence, Woonsocket, R. I., Nasb.ua, N, 
H., and Exeter, N. H. 


No strikes are expected at these places 


tbo workmen all being ready to wa.it and 
see the outcome of the battle ia New 
Bedford and the other places. 


Cat Downs in TVTO more Cities. 


Springfield, Jan. 17.—The 
Cbticopee 


manufacturing company posted notices ia 
its mills at Chicopee Falls this morning 
notifying the employes of a reduction of 
wages, to go into effect on the 31st. Agent 
Bailey of the mills had not received offic- 
ial notice of the proposed reduction last 
night, but officials of the company in Bos- 
tonstated that the notices would be posted 
today. 


The extent of the cut is not known, bu^ 


if the example of other cotton manufac- 
turing firms in New England is followed 
it will probibly be about 10 per cent. The 
company gives employment to 1100 people. 
A cut by the Dwight company will be 
likely to follow the action of the Chicopee 
company. 


Wore s-c-r, Jan. 17.—A reduction of IQ 


per cent went into effect this moiaing in 
the Linwood Cotton mills and the Whit- 
insville mills at North Bridge, also at the 
miKs in Uxoridge, Urafton and Fisher- 
^ile. 


xinane is rann tmtnown. 


Providence, Jan. 17.—The cuMown in 


the cotton mills throughout the state 
wj-Tit into effect today, the onlj excep- 
tions being one or two small factories, 
whose owners, for reasons of their own, 
have not yet decided to cut wag-es, and 
a few in wliieh, owing to their paying 
moratWy or for similar reasons, it is not 
convenient to put the reduction into ef- 
fect until later. 


The reduction will affect to a greater 


or lesser degree the earnings of nearly 
20,000 operatives in this state and those 
of the Knights and Goddards In Massa- 
chusetts. Between 10,000 and 15,000 more 
employed In Connecticut mills controlled 
by Providence agents will be a-ffected 
also. As the aggregate earnings of this 
army of operatives will approximate 
$9,000,000 annually, the loss in wages and 
purchasing power in consequence of the 
reduction to operatives and business 
men in the communities in which they 
spend their money will be nearly a round 
minion, if the cut averages as expected, 
a/bout 10 percent. 


While the reduction will excite nothing 


more serious than murmurs and discon- 
tent among the Rhode Island operatives, 
they will watoh with keen interest the 
struggle to be inaugurated In New Bed- 
ford, and in some cases there Is a dis- 
position already apparent to organize 
and prepare If necessary to force the 
issue here in case the employers should 
be reluctant to follow the New Bedford 
men if the latter are forced to make con- 
cessions. 


To Organize In T-awrcnec. 


Lawrence, Mass., Jan. 17.—The chief 


topic on the street Sunday waa that of 
the cutdown to go into effect at the 
Pacific and. Allantc mills Jan. 81. The 


reduction ig-irrperceni:.- 'l-fia muie npm- 
ners' union, which 19 the only organized 
body in the city of textile workers, held 
a largely attended and enthusiastic 
meeting- Sunday. 
The situation was 


discussed, but the proceedings were kept 
from the press. No vote waa taken re- 
garding a. strike, but members say that 
had a vote to strike been taken it would 
have been carried by a large majority. 


This expresses tire feeling among the 


locr.' operatives. 
In a Water street 


clubhouse yesterday afternoon a large 
number of operatives of the Pacific and 
Atlantic mills met and formed a t-em- 
porary organization. Several addresses 
Were made, all expressing dissatisfac- 
tion. 
The union will be permanently 


formed this week. Secretary Ross has 
been communicated with and is expected 
in the city in a. few days. No effort has 
as yet been made to hold a conference 
with the mill authorities. The spinners 
will meet next Sunday and a lively meet- 
Ing is expected. 
By the cutdown 3200 


operatives will be affected. 


Preparing For the Future. 


Lowell, Mass., Jan. 17.—There are 


seven cotton corporations which are af- 
fected by the reduction, but in only one 
of tnem, the Merrimack, have the new 
Bcfoiedules been posted, and these are not 
in all departments. The employes of 
the print works and the plusfo depart- 
ment of the Merrimack do not anticipate 
any cut, and the printers of the Hamilton 
entertain a similar hope. 


Meanwhile the work of orgarajzing the 


anorganized crafts goes steadily on in 
the hope that within a few months the 
operatives may demand the restoration 
of the old rate of wages. For the pres- 
ent, the operatives will keep a close 
watch on the developments at New Bed- 
ford, the Spinmers' tinton having voted 
to support the striking New Bedford 
epinne-rs. That a strike on the part of 
the mute spinners was averted here was 
due to the energetic work of Thomas F. 
Connolly and other members of that 
union, coupled with em. appeal from Sec- 
retary Ross of New Bedford to delay ac- 
tion here until the struggle at New Bed- 
ford was settled. The strike sentiment 
was very strong among the spinners, but 
at the meeting of the union Friday night 
a strike was voted down by a'vote of-177 
to 64. About 14,000 operatives-wilt bd af- 
fected by the cutdown. 


reeling In Lewiston. 


Lewiston, Me., Jan, 17.—The mule spin- 


ners and the card grinders have voted to 
siay in and await orders from the labor 
leaders; but the weavers of the Andros- 
coggin mill persist In"ttoeir intentions to 
remain out. Ther» are 350 of these, and 
in this mill there will be 1900 idle looms. 
It is conceded that if tine weavers go out 
the mill must shut down for the present, 
though Agent Bean will not state whether 
or not he will secure weavers to take the 
places of those Who remain, out. The 
operatives say tihat there are not spare 
weavers enoug-h in the city to supply the 
places of the strikers. 


The strikers say that they have enough 


money individually to carry them 
through several months of idleness. 
They admit that they have no present 
organization, but say that it will not take 
much time to perfect one. Some of the 
weavers will leave the city to await the 
settlement of the troubles. No other 
mills in the city are to be affected by the 
strike except the Androecoggin, 


To Continue at Work. 


Augusta, Me., Jan. 17.—A special meet- 


ing was held Sunday by the Mule Spin- 
ners' association to see what action 
would be taken in regard to the cut in 
wages. At a previous meeting the mem- 
bers voted 21 to 14 not to accept the cut- 
down, and the results of their meeting 
were communicated to Secretary Ross 
of the National association, who seat a 
letter in return asking the local spinners 
not to strike, but to continue at work 
and help the New Bedford strikers' as 
much as possible, which they voted to 
do. 
So the operatives of the Edwards 


mills, numbering 1150, began work today 
under the new schedule of prices, which 
is 11 per cent less than formerly, with- 
out a protest. 
The citizens of this sec- 


tion are gratified to learn that there will 
be no strike. 


Seek a Smaller Redaction. 


Waterville, Me., Jan. 17.—The mule 


spinners in the Lakewood mills held a 
meeting last night and appointed a com- 
mittee' to wait upon Agent Abbott for 
the purpose of trying'to effect a better 
rate than 15 percent which is the amount 
of the cut that has been announced. The 
spinners claim that in all the other mills 
of Maine the cut has been 11 1-9 percent. 


Meeting of the Booth*. 


New York, Jan. 17.—After an inter- 


view between General William Booth of 
the Salvation army and Commander 
Ballinston Booth of the Volunteers of 
America Sunday, the following state- 
ment was given out by those who wit- 
nessed the interview: 
"General Will- 


lam Booth and Commander Ballington 
Booth, yesterday at the Windsor hotel, 
met in the presence of Rev. Dr. Joslah 
Strong and Rev. Charles Cuthbert Hall. 
The interview was purely as between 
father and son. Nothing transpired cal- 
culating to lead to any amalgamation 
of the two movements. It was agreed 
that all public controversy in the press 
or otherwise between the two move- 
ments should, as far as possible, come 
to an «nd." 


Sudden Death of Logon Carllile. 


New York, Jan. 17.—Logan Carlisle, 


chief clerk of the treasury department 
during the last Cleveland administra- 
tion, died suddenly Sunday at the home 
of his father, John G. Carlisle, ex-aecre- 
tary of the treasury. 
He had been in 


poor health for more than a year, and 
recently had returned from a fruitless 
search for relief at Hot Springs. Five 
days ago he was forced to take to his 
lied, but his condition wsn not considered 
alarming until Sunday afternoon.

DEATH OF STATESMAN, 


"Father of the flonsa of Commons" 


Ends Busy Life. 


Had Sat In Parliament For 


Sixty Years. 


Was One of the Leaders In the Anti-Corn 


Law Agitation. 


London, Jan. 17.—Hon. Charles Pelhlam 


Villlers, member of pa*Hament^£or South 
Wotverhaapton and -known as the 
"father of the hot»e o^commons," hav- 
ing aat oontlnuousWiri ttoe-Jwase since 
1835, diefl Sunday night; In addition to 
being the oldest memlafer o* the house, 
he was father at tbe.RrnirEs-'h bar, for he 
was "called" «tI4Bpoto%tnra in 1827. Mr. 
Gladstone, seven yfears^he Junku^of Mr. 
VUliers, entered parliament two years 
before him, bat white the service of Mr. 
Villlers had 'been qfathmous, that of 
Mr.'taadstone-wias^wlgren yfhsa. he re- 
tired from the house -ofe-jSommoins. Mr. 
ViUlerg was returned for WOflverlzamp- 
ton three years after the passing of the 
great reform- act and the last parliament 
of •William TV. 


Besides being the oldest member of 


palJiament, he was the oldest surviving 
parliamentary candidate. It was in 1826, 
when George IV was king and Victoria 
was a young child, that he travo-led down 
to Yorkshire from London and contested 


j Ivlngston-Upon-Hull, under the reform 


banner of Canning, though unsuccess- 
fully. After his return for Wol verhamp- 
ton he identified himself with the Liberal 
movement, and in 3853 was appointed 
judge advocate general. Subsequently 
he was president of tttie poor law board, 
and he became a member of Lord Pai- 
roerston's second administration in 1859. 


As an independent Liberal he was one 


of the most a'ble and eloquent leaders of 
the anti-corn law agitation, and to the 
triumph of the cause his earnest speeches 
end persistent motions in parliament 
contributed. In the session of 1865 he 
introduced a very important measure in 
connection with the poor law adminis- 
tration, the union chargeability bill 
which became law. In 1879 his constitu- 
ents at "Wolverhampton unveiled a 
marble statue of Mr. VTOiers, when 
speeches in eulogy of his public services 
in connection with the anti-corn law 
movement were delivered by Earl Gran- 
vjlle and Sir Robert Peel. 


Notwithstanding his extremely ad- 


vanced age, 'his memory was singu.ln.rly 
retentive, and he was able to enitertaiin. 
his frien,asjjir<hounsatatlmewith lively 
scenes in the house of commons during 
the first half of the century. Canning 
had passed away eight years before Mr, 
Villlers entered parliament, but the two 
often, met, as Canning was a bosom 
friend of the unole of Mr. Villiers, The 
latter often went to the house to hear 
Canning speak, and he described him as 
a wonderful orator. "With Cobden and 
Bright he was intimately associated in 
the anti-corn laws agitation, and he al- 
ways was described as one of the trium- 
virate that brought about the repeal. 
Among the famous personalities he could 
recall and vividly portray were the great 
Sir Robert Peel, Lords Melbourne, Rus- 
sell, Derby, Aberdeen and Brougham, 
the Duke of Wellington, Daniel O'Cori- 
nedl, Hume, Grote and Disraeli. Head- 
ways delighted to recall the circum- 
stances that h« was In the house when 
Disraeli made the celebrated speech in 
which he said that one day the house 
would be compelled to listen to him. 


According to "Men and Women of the 


Time" he was born Jan. 19, 1802, but this 
date appears to be inaccurate, for the 
London papers of Jan. 4 say that r-.n the 
previous day Mr. Viffliers celebrated his 
96th birthday, received a large number 
of friends and congratulatory meppages 
from all parts of the kingdom. 


Reform of Taxation. 


Albany, N. T., Jan. 17.—In the press 


abstract of the annual report of the state 
comptroller much space is devoted to 
a thesis upon a proposed system of tax- 
ation which involves doing away en- 
tirely with local taxation for state pur- 
poses, and supplies in its place an in- 
crease of the collateral inheritance tax 
and th« confiscating by the state of the 
entire liquor tax, instead of aa now, 
allowing the cities and counties to re- 
tain two-thirds. 
The tax of real and 


personal property for state purposes is 
»o be done away with entirely. This 
Is In direct opposition to the plan now 
being forced by the state tax commis- 
sioners in compelling personal property 
to pay Its fair share of taxation. 


The prooositlon to seize the entire 


liquor' tax fund is a bold one In view of 
the. fact that there has been much dis- 


cussion as to the right or equity of the 
state even taktag th» one-third. 


Read the Encyclical. 


Montreal, Jan. 17.—The pope's en- 


cyclical on the Mandtoban school ques- 1 
tion. was read Sunday in aJl the churches 
of the diocese of Montreal, Three Rivers, 
Sherbrooke, St. Hyacteiihe, Chicoutlml 
and Rimoueki. ArehblsfhiOp Bruchesi of 
Montreal, in oauBtog Che encyclicad to 
be promulgated, had It accompanied 
simply %y a short letter recommeoidlngf 
it to the careful consideration of the 
faithful. He also caused to be read the 
pastoral issued last Sunday by Mgr. 
Begin, coadjutor of the cardinal arch- 
bishop of Quebec. Bishop Lafleche of 
Three Rivers did likewise, and in a 
pastoral letter of hie own urged his flock 
to continue In their endeavors to have 
the rights of the Catholic minority in 
Manitoba restored to them. 


Probably Killed and Bobbed. 


Oakland, Cal., Jan. 17.—The authori- 


ties are investigating the death of Jo- 
seph Raeside, a horse trainer, whose 
mangled corpse was found beside the 
railroad track at Shell Mound, there be- 
ing a strong suspicion that he was mur- 
dered and hi» body placed upon the track 
for the purpose of destroying all traces 
•f the crime. 
Thursday last Raeside 


won J300 on Ricardo and cashed his tick- 
ets before going to supper. 
After sup- 


per he left his boarding house, and noth- 
ing more was; seen of him until hia 
corpaewas dlsco'vered mart morning-with 
only a few pieces of silver in his pockets. 
It is the theory of the police that Rae- 
side was killed and robbed by track touts 
who knew of his winnings. 


CASE OP DEGENERACY. 


Philadelphia Youth of Fifteen Murdered a 


Child d-Five. 


Philadelphia,. Jaoi 17.—The body of 5- 


year-old Percy Lockyear, who is believed 
to have been murdered Friday night by 
Samuel Henderson, 15 years, was tound 
in the bottom of Reddie's creek, Six- 
tieth and Catharine streets, and there 
aeems little doubt in the minds of the 
police that Henderson is guilty of the 
oiime. He is now locked in a cell at 
police headquarters. 


The body of the child when, found was 


weighted by two heavy stones, o<ne aboVt 
his neck and the other around his ankles. 
His skull was crushed in and there was a 
knife thrust just above the heart and ] 
similar wounds on his breast, side and ' 
forehead, while on one side of his face 
was a long cut extending from below tlhe 
eye to the chin. 


Percy did not return home Friday 


evening; the parents notified the police 
and an unsuccessful search for lum w<as 
made. Saturday it was learned that 
Henderson had been seen ia the woods 
•with the child. Henderson, on. being 
questioned, told different stories, but 
finally said that while he was whittling 
a stick with a large knife, Percy acci- 
dentally fell against the blade, which 
entered deeply Into his breast. The 
blood spurted from the wound and the 
child fell dead. Henderson said he threw 
the body into a creek. He led the search- 
ers to where the boy's hat and coat had 
been hidden and also pointed out the 
place in the creek where he had thrown 
the body. 


When sho-wn the mutilated body of the 


child, the prisoner admitted that he was 
responsible for the cuts, but he still per- 
sisted that it wa$ an accident. The po- 
lice believe that it was a planned mur- 
der, in which the guilty one also pur- 
posed ending the life of another boy, 
Willie Addison, 7 years old. Henderson, 
It is said, has been reading trashy novels 
of the wild western stamp, and has 
shown a desire to emulate the "hero" ol 
those tales. The police assert that Hen- 
derson accompanied Lockyear and Ad- 
dison to the woods, but Instead of any 
accident happening to either, he tied 
both children to a tre«. Addison broke 
away and ran home. It was then* it la 
said, that young Lockyear's death waa 
accomplished. Dr. Morton, the coroner's 
physician, who examined the thrust 
above the heart, said that it caused the 
deathof the llttl* fellow. 


A fact that has come out In connection 


with Henderson's alleged crime is that 
his father, John D. Henderson, was on 
trial in October, 1892, charged with kill- 
Ing a man named Christopher Nelson. 
The killing wastthe outcome of a quarrel 
He escaped conviction.

TWO NOTABLE ADDITIONS TO STAT- 


UARY HALU. 


Senator* Benton and lllalr—La»t of the 


Notion's Statues to Ho'Unveiled — The 
Original Offensive Partisan—Two Famous 
Politicians and Partisans. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1* —The week in 


which General Jackson won his mem- 
orable victory over tbo British at New 
Orleans could not be' better celebrated 
or more fitly commemorated than by 
the unveiling of the statue of Colonel 
Thomas Hart Beutou, now standing 
among tho nation's heroes in Statuary 
hull, for Benton was tho liMoug friend 
of "Old Hickory, "his sturdy defend- 
er in tho Fouato for many years and his 
eulogist alter death had separated them. 


It may bo urged that lie was also his 


antagonist at ouo time and that his 
brother's bullet camo near cutting off 
the old geuerul's life in midcurcer. It 
may bo recalled th it Jackson swore a- 
mighty oath, declaring that he would

"whip Tom Benton at" sight;" that he 
undertook to carry out this threat, was 
opposed by Eenton and bis brother 
Jesse, shot in the shoulder by the lat- 
ter, brought to the ground with a shat- 
tered arm and nearly died from loss of 
blood. 


Jackson and Benton. 


It was Jackson's first defeat, and he 


smarted under it as only one of his in- 
tense nature could. The wonder is that 
these two rash and fiery fighters ever 
became reconciled. But they did, to the 
great disgust of brother Jesse, and there- 
after their friendship was of the closest 
and most intimate kind. In that mon- 
umental work prepared by Benton in 
his declining years, the "Thirty Years' 
View" of his public life, he magnani- 
mously says, alluding to De Tocque- 
Tille's assertion that General Jackson 
was a man of violent temper: "I ought 
to know something about that, as my 
contemporaries will understand, and I 
can say that General Jackson had a 
good temper. He was kind and hospita- 
ble to everybody." 


In the heat of his passion, previous to 


their reconciliation, Beuton had eaid, 
"If General Jackson shall be elected 
president, he will surround himself with 
a pack of political bulldogs to bark at 
all who dare to oppose his "measures." 
Truer words were never spoken, but the 
queerest thing about this prediction is 
that Bentou himself became the leader 
of that "pack of bulldogs" and barked 
fof his favorite on every occasion. 
He 


barked for him as against the United 
States bank, he barked for him when he 
removed the public moneys from the 
bank, and be continued to bark and 
growl until that famous resolution of 
censure was expunged from the journal 
of the senate, in 1837, by which the old 
general was made supremely happy and 
retired to The Hermitage with this last 
and best token of his stanch friend's de- 
votion. 


Henry Clay taunted Benton with this 


when they were battling over tho re- 
charter of the bank, and the latter re- 
torted that, while he and General Jack- 
son had once been bitter enemies, they 
were now friends, and that there was 
"no adjourned question of veracity" be- 
tween them, as between Jackson and 
Clay. 
This was an allusion to the 


charge against Clay that he had sold his 
influence for a seat in Adams' cabinet, 
when, owing to his defection, Jackson 
was defeated in his first campaign for 
tho presidency. But Bentou denied that 
ho had made tho remarks attributed to 
him, at which Clay rose and said, in 
the presence of the august body of sen- 
ators, "Can you look me in the face and 
say that you never used that language 
out of the state of Missouri?" 


Close Fire. 


"I look, sir,"replied Bcnton, "and 


repeat that it is fvn atrooiona calumny, 
and I will piu it to him who dares to 
repeat it hero!" 


"Then I declare before this senate," 


rejoined Mr. Clay, "that you said to 
me tlios-.e very words!" 


"JFnlbO, false, false!" roared Benton 


in a rnge, uud sain Clay, "I fling back 
upon tho senator from Missouri 
the 


charge of atrocious calumny!" 


They &eemed about to spring upon 


each other when friends intervened 
and they were induced to take their 
seats. Each apologized to the senate, 
but neither would apologize to the oth- 
er, and the wonder is that a duel was 
not the sequence of this verbal warfare, 
for both were duelists. Clay's meeting 
with John JRandolph on the "field of 
honor" is a matter of history, while 
Benton had participated in several 
duels, in one of which he killed his 
man. 


Henceforth there was a condition of 


armed neutrality 
between these two 


doughty fighters, each a man of convic- 
tions, each ready to battle to the death 
for those convictions. Tho most curious 
coincidence of that event is that at the 
very time Benton was so sturdily de- 
fending General Jackson against his 
foes in the senate the latter was under- 
going an operation for tho removal of 
the bullot Benton'.s brother had lodged 
in his arm in that affray of years before. 


From 1820, when he was first elected 


to the United States senate, to 1,850 
Benton was prominent in national af- 
fairs, his commanding presence, his 
broad culture, his indefatigable indus- 
try, marvelous memQry'nini ran-tHu^p 
application mpjdly'forgin'g him to (jho 
front and keeping h.im 'thcro. 'Tlier'o 
were giants in tho-jpnato in thoso 


days—Webster, ,Clay,' CaTnotn—y™ m 
bald his oyyi against them all, and, par- 
ticularly tenacious in bis insistence of 
sound money for tbe nation, be ac- 
quired that sobriquet of "Old Bullion" 
which stuct to him through life and 
which was a merited compliment to his 
stprliug qualities. 


History has recorded his 
cohiffve- 


ments, and we know that be was al- 
ways to ho found lighting for the people 
—for free laud, free salt ziud ultimate 
freedom for the slaves. 'Though himself 
a slaveholder, yet Iw opposed Calhoun's 
famous resolution declaring that con- 
gress had uo power to interfere with 
slavery.in. the territories and therefore 
uo power to prevent tho admission of j 
now states except on condition of their 
prohibiting slavery within their limits. 
Beutou at ouco denounced it as being a 
firebrand needlessly thrown to iullaine 
tho passions of the extremists and, more- 
over, as being' dibuuiou in tendency. 
Mr. Calhoun said that ho had expected 
the support of Mr. Beuton as a repre- 
beutativo of a slave state, and tho latter 
answered that it was impossible—he 
could have expected no such thing. 


"Then,'rejoined Calbonn, "I shall 


know where to find the gentleman!" to j 
which insinuation Bentou at once im- 
plied, "I fchall be found in tho right 
place—on the side of my country and 
the Union!" 


Words of a Prophet. 


Thomas Hart Benton was a states- 


man if our country ever produced one. 
Webster said of him that he knew more 
political facts than any other man he 
ever met and possessed a wonderful 


I fund of general kn'owlpdge. His long 


and continued study of our country and 
the trend of political events gave to his 
utterances the character of prophetic 
forecasts, as in his reply to the taunts of 
the nulliflers, predicting accurately the 
coaling night of 'secession, which he did 
not live to see: ."lean promise that if 
the fight goes against me at this new 
Philippi, with which I am threatened, 
and the enemies" of American liberty 
triumph over ins, as the enemies of Eo- 
mau liberty triumphed over Brntus and 
Cassius, I shall not"fall upon my sword, 
as Brtftns did, but save it for another 
day and another use, for the day when 
the battle of the disunion of these states 
is to be fought not with words, but with 
iron, and for the hearts of the traitors 
who appear in arms against their coun- 
try'" 


A less conspicuous figure, though in 


the hall his statue will occupy the most 
conspicuous position, is the other son of 
Missouri whom that state has shown its 
inclination to honor in effigy, Francis 
Preston Blair., It cannot be claimed for 
him, as for Bentou, that he was a states- 
man of colossal^proportions, but his ac- 
tions during and just preceding the 
"late unpleasantness" allow no im- 
peachment of his loyalty and devotion 
to country. 


He was 40 years old at the breaking 


out of the war and had already held po- 
sitions of trnst and importance, follow- 
ing in the footsteps of his immediate 
predecessor, supporting him on the oc- 
casion of his appeal from the Missouri 
legislature to _the people and when be 
died taking bis "'place as the acknowl- 
edged leade? of" !he antislavery men of 
Missouri. Elected to the state legisla- 
ture on the Benton ticket in 1853 and 
1854, in 1856 he was sent as representa- 
tive to congress,, for whioh he was well 
equipped, bavirig^grown up in a polit- 
ical atmosphere ever since his famous 
father came to "Washington, at General 
Jackson's behest, to found an edit the 
administration' organ, Tbe Globe. 


Thus both these distinguished men, 


whose statues are now added to the na- 
tional gallery^ Vere connected with tbe 
times and overffs of the Jacksonian ad- 
ministration.

to the Union, though in different ways.

Bacterial Mud. 


An instance of oxide of iron associated 


with bacteria occurring on a large scale 
has been investigated by Prof essor Han- 
son Miyoshi, \vho holds tho chair of 
botany in tho University of Tokyo. Tho 
material examined by him was a ferru- 
ginous mud from tho hot springs of 
Ikao. This mnd consists entirely ol bac- 
teria. The bacteria, seem to resemble the 
Leptothrix ochracea of Kute, but further 
observations will be necessary in order 
to determine V7b.efcb.or they constitute a 
new species or not. From experiments 
made with hydrochloric aoid Professor 
Miyoshi is led to believe that tho oxido 
of iron is not deposited on the walls of 
tho cells, but is more or less intimately 
incorporated with them. No others of 
tho more common iron containing bac- 
teria, mch as Orenothrix knhmana, 
wore found in this particular mud.-— 
Lancofc.--. .. .v'.

OIL AND ASPHALTUM. 


VALUABLE 
NATURAL 
DEPOSITS ON 


THE CALIFORNIA SEASHORE. 


Oil Well* on tto Edce of the Sea, Some 


of Them Below High Water Mark, Are 
Worked With Profit at 6»uta Barbara. 
Aaphaltnm Deposit*. 


The early settlers in California were 


familiar with the indications of oil, 
which were common at various locali- 
ties up and down the coast, and the as- 
phaltnm from beds in tho soa, -where 
this product oosed up oat of tho bottom, 
formed an important factor in the house- 
hold economy of tho ancients. In al- 
Viost every burial place on the coast as- 
phaltum is foand. Tho .natives employ- 
ed it to maud olajoaxa which wore bro- 
ken and as a tana na wtttoh to pbuo or- 
namental pJ«*H <rf pMfl TWSKJO. 3xs- 
kats were fastened to allcs by tbis 
means, and it was u£sd for endless pur- 
poses in lian of nails, cordage and glue. 
The natives on the islands obtained 
their supply from the water, and today 
tho rocks at various places can be seen 
splashed with asphaltnm which has 
drifted in. This is particularly notice- 
able after an oast wind, showing that 
there is a large area in the deep Santa 
Catalina channel from which asphal-

torn oozes up. 03 Eedondo beach, Los 
Angeles connty, it is extremely trouble- 
some, oozing out of the sand offshore 
and drifting in. Between Santa Monica 
and Los Angeles there are undoubted 
deposits and north of Santa Barbara 
several enormous ones. That owned by 
the More estate extends some distance 
alongshore, so that vessels run in, and 
the asphaltam is shoveled aboard. The 
quality, it is said, ia quite equal to that 
of the famous-Trinidad variety. 


At Santa Paula oil wells were long 


ago davelopsd, and later the oil produc- 
ing belt \cas found at Pnente and again 
at SnmmerJand, below Santa Barbara, 
where a singular state of affairs may be 
seen. That the ofl bearing strata reached 
out into the ocean soon became apparent 
at Summerland, and the drill scaffold- 
ings, looking like windmills without 
the wheel, began in a short time to ex- 
tend down the little canyon which they 
had filled and to creep up the shore in 
the direction of Santa Barbara. At first 
they kept along the sides of the hills 
which breast the ocean here, but gradu- 
ally they turned seaward nntil one 
more adventurous than the rest rose 
from the water. The work was started 
at extreme low tide, and finally the 
tall scaffolding appeared 20 or 80 feet 
from shore, seemingly rising from the 
sea. 


Throe wells at low tid& are in the 


water and at flood tide are completely 
surrounded, the men working on plat- 
forms of various heights which they as- 
cend when working as the sea rises. 
The structures that are built in the sea 
have not yet experienced a strong south- 
wester, and it is assumed by some that 
there will be a fall in oil when a heavy 
sea begins to break against the scaffold- 
ing. The drill is worked in the water 
by an engine on the beach, the fuel be- 
ing the oil pumped up, this engine 
working several wells. At present the 
most daring well scaffold stands in six 
feet or more of water at high tide, and 
there is a rumor that others will be 
pushed out into the shallow water near 
the kelp beds. 


This is probably the only place •where 


oil is pumped out of the ocean. 
Un- 


doubtedly the entire coast in this vi- 
cinity overlies oil producing strata. 
Off what is known as More's wharf, 
half a mile out, oil rises to the surface 
in several places. A spring of water 
also rushes up here with such velocity 
that it can be taken up and used if one 
does not mind a slight intermixture of 
salt. A similar spring is known on the 
Florida coast, where it is said that a 
vessel can lie alongside the great rush 
of water and fill her tanks with fresh 
drinking water out of the ocean. 


Probably one of the most extraordi- 


nary sights of oil wells is seen in Los 
Angeles. Oil was first discovered in the 
western portion, in what was considered 
a choice residence part of the city, but 
like magic the lighthouselike scaffold- 
ings began to rise until the land appear- 
ed fairly to bristle with them. Fine res- 
idences were ruined by the proximity 
of the unsightly objects, and finally the 
section was given over to them and 
now resembles certain sections of the 
til region in Pennsylvania. 


California is without deposits of coal, 


If wo except lignite beds, which crop 
out in various places, so that oil as fuel 
will supply a long felt want and be- 
come a factor in tho rapid development 
of this growing city.—Scientific Amer- 
ican. 


Tho Most Important Canal. 


No canal in tha world—not even the 


Suez—approaches tho Sault Ste. Marie, 
between lakes Superior and Huron, in 
the quantity of freight which passes 
through it. Tho total, from the opening 
of navigation in May up to November 
1 this year, was 10,508,726 short tons, 
an increase of 14 per cent over last sea- 
eon. 


Remedy For 1'ubercnlosU. 


Salts of cinnamio acid have been used 


as a- remedy for tuberculosis on 400 pa- 
tients of Professor Landerer of Stutt- 
gart. From an experience of seven years 
he hopes that he has found a lasting 
cure for the disease.—Scientific Amer- 
ican. 


GOVERNMENT TESTS. 


The Secret of Impenetrable Armor and 


Irresistible Projectiles. 


We have previously had something to 


eay regarding the curious circumstance 
that official tests of armor aud of pro- 
jectiles are almost invariably successful. 
If a plate is being tested, it withstands 
the shell and is scarcely injured. The 
lest is therefore "satisfactory," and the 
fact that tho projectile is shattered does 
not count? against it, becunse, bless yon, 
projectiles arc not being tostod. On the 


tested it usually pierces the plate asTf 
the latter wore mado of groou cheese 
and goes many feet into the earth be- 
hind tho plate and is recovered practi- 
cally uninjured—in fact, almost if not 
quite fit for being used over again. 
Then this test of the shell is "satisfac- 
tory," and the entire failure of the 
plate to withstand it is not oonntod 
against the plate, because, don't you 
see, plates aro not at that time under 
test. 


On Nov. 29, at the Indian Head prov- i 


ing ground, there was a test of an eight 
inch plato of armor, representing 600 
tons, niado by the Carnegie company j 
for the turrets of the battleships Kear I 
Barge and Kentucky. Two eight inch 
shells—one a Carpenter projectile and 
the other a Wheeler—wevo lived at the 
plata, ono at a high and tee other at a 
low velocity. Neither stofi peiiatrated 
or ciTWikod the plat*, btt* bo«h wern par- 
tially wddsd into It. TJ*o tossrt vas re- 
garded aa nntiraSy satig£*otory and en- 
sures the acceptance of the armor. 


After this official test of tho armor 


plate, the ordnance officials fired a 
third projectile at tho plate. It was a 
capped shell and was fired in this case 
to ahow the penetrating power of the 
projectile. The shell, fired at a high ve- 
locity, went entirely through the plate, 
and rhe resnlfc in this case was also con- 
sidered satisfactory — from tho shell 
point of view. And the two tests, taken 
together, seem to demonstrate that we 
make impenetrable armor plates and ir- 
resistible projectiles.—American Ma- 
chinist. 


Force of the Sea. 


The tremendous force of tho sea was 


illustrated by an object lesson ashore 
in New York city recently, when five 
large tanks, built to contain 120,000 
pounds of soap, but which were tempo- 
rarily filled with water and situated on 
the fourth floor of a large building, col- 
lapsed and completely 
wrecked the 


whole building, killing three men and 
doing a large amount of damage. The 
tanks were each 15 feet high and about 
18 feet diameter and contained 161,708 
pounds of wa-ter, but the floors and sup- 
porting beams proved altogether inade 
qnate to stand the strain. A wave of tho 
dimensions of one of these tanks is net 
at all unusnal at sea, and when such a 
wave breaks on a vessel's deck the force 
of the blow can only be estimated by 
the amount of damage it does, in spite 
of the elasticity of the water beneath 
the vessel to ease her in receiving the 
shock.—Scientific American. 


Sugar and Muscular Exertion. 


It is a fact well known to Alpine 


tourists that on difficult climlBSjg wt- 
cursions an increased deato i 
the consumption of sweets 
ened foods, and many who never~to«rfi~ 
such things at home devour laiflp quan- 
tities of them on these tours. TLe Prus- 
sian war office recently experimented 
with sugar and saccharin. 
"When a 


large amount of muscular work had 
been performed, it waa found that a 
greater quantity of work could be got 
through on the days when the sugar 
was given than on the day» •vrben sac- 
charin was given. The-system had be- 
come very poor in sugar in consequence 
of the severe muscular effort which had 
previ,onsly been gone through, and 
hence the administration of a compara- 
tively small quantity of sugar had the 
effect of producing an increased capa- 
bility for work.—English Mechanic. 


Novel Hydraulic Air Compressor, 


A recently patented air compressor 


consists of an endless chain of buckets 
working up and down in a vertical col- 
umn of water. Tho height of the col- 
umn of water determines the pressure 
of the air. The buckets enter the water 
upside down and empty or fnll of air 
only. As they descend the air is com- 
pressed, and when the buckets turn to 
ascend the air escapes upward and is 
immediately caught in a suitably placed 
chamber, from which it is conveyed by 
a pipe for use. The buckets ascend full 
of water,-and as they turn to descend 
again the water is all poured out. No 
valves or other mechanism is required. 
—American Machinist. 


New Photographic Plates. 


Captain Colson, an English army of- 


ficer, has devised a promising means of 
diminishing the time of exposure of 
photographic plates in order to get a 
good image. He finds that some of the 
light goes through the gelatin bromide 
plate and reflects it back into the film 
by a screen of white paper or card- 
board close to'the film. He proposes to 
gat even better results by making the 
plates with a thin, white opaqne layer 
on the glass and flowing the emulsion 
over them. 


Use of Suprarenal Bodies. 


Dnbois has shown that the principal 


function of the suprarenal bodies is to 
destroy toxines present in the circula- 
tion, especially those resulting from 
muscular and nervous activity. The 
glands contain a peculiar ferment 
wliioh is capable of modifying organic 
poisons developed by the tissues or of 
bacterial origin. A considerable quan- 
tity of poisonous liquids is found in the 
glands.—Popular Science News.

IS IT IGNORANCE OK INSINCEBITY? 


Prom certain quarters is coming a de 


mand, as artificial as it is insincere and 
ridiculous, that water rents in this city 
should be reduced by reason of the-'140,000 
profit of the water works system." No one 
who is intelligent and gives the subject a 
moment's careful thought will fail to note 
the ignorance, if not the downright dis- 
honesty, of those making this howl. 


These carping critics speak of the "fire 


district." Do they know that the fire 
district is a thing of the past, or rather 
that the fire district and the city are one 
and the same thing? Do they speak of 
the fire district with the intent of deceiv- 
ing people who are not so well informed 
on the subject, and with the intent of 
creating the 
impression 
that 
some 


people are burdened with water rents 
who do not g'et the benefit of a corres- 
ponding: reduction of general tax? 
In 


the one case it is ignorance inexcusable, 
in the other malicious dishonesty. They 
also speak of "f40,000 profits of the water 
system." 
Are 
the 
total 
receipts 


from water 
rents 
profits, or 
does 


it cost something to run the system, pay 
the interest and principal on the bonds? 
The water receipts last year were about 
e45,000. On the other hand the interest on 
the water debt was about $14,000, the 
principal which is due about §19,000, total 
|33,000. 
Subtracting, the profits were 


therefore about 312,000. But, furthermore, 
the council made an appropriation of 
f 16,000 for maintenance and extensions, so 
that the receipts from the water works 
nearly paid the interest and principal 
which was due, and covered back into the 
treasury the appropr'ation made for the 
maintenance and improvement of the 
system. 
, 


Abcut water rents: They were prac- 


tically 
somewhat 
reduced about the 


time the city charter was framed. That 
charter provides that no reduction in 
rents ba made until the water debt is paid. 
The present rates for wak-i are as low as 
in aqy other city, similarly situa e 1, and 
are fair. Now, supposing that tho char- 
ter flid allow a reduciion of rents, what 
benefit would result? Taxes would be in- 
creased just that much, an infinitesimal 
amount, however. The city must raise 
just so much money, at any rate, and it 
makes' no difference whether it is raised 
indirectly through water rents or di- 
rectly through 
taxation. 
What JIttle 


benefit does now accrue, the small house- | 
holders on the outskirts of the city, or 
those who do not pay 56 a year tor water, 
receive^ If the water works clear a profit, 
their taxes are insomuch reduced. The 
larger the water consumer, the more of 
this "profit" he pays and the more d - 
reet taxation for water w^rks mainten- 
ance and improvement he saves. 


The people who are claiming extortion 


in water rents (?6 a year to householders!) 
are either ignorant of facts or malicious 
in their desire to continually poison the 
minds of the uninforn • 1, to manufacture 
discontent and to besmirch the city. 


As a matter of fact, the water works 


system is a good investment and is des- 
tined to show an improvement each year 
in this respect. As long ft) the service is 
splendid and the rates low, as they are at 
present, it is to be hoped that tho system 
will be richly productive, for every cent 
it makes saves just that much in direct 
taxation. The charter provides that the 
raeeipto from the water works shall be 
applied to the payment of the interest 
and principal of the water debt, which is 
right. 'If these receipts were not so ap- 
plied, the money for this purpose would 
have to be raised by tax. Tho receipts 
from, water rents are not bsing diverted, 
as claimed, but being applied exactly as 
the charter requires. 


Tho public will soon awaken, if it has 


indeed not already, to a realizing sense of 
the fact that it is both embarrassing and

SENATE METHODS HAVE CHANGED. 


A Veteran's Scrapbook Fnrnighes a List 


of Notable Games. 


The following bits were taken from 


the scrapbook of an old time enthusiast 
by the Cleveland Post and give some of 
the notable incidents of tho past history 
of baseball: 


Twenty years ago, May 1, 1877, the 


Et. Louis Browns and Syracuse Stara 
played a 16 inning 0 to 0 game. 


Eleven days later the Harvard college 


end Manchester clubs played a 21 in- 
ning 0 to 0 game at Boston. 


Not a run was scored in a 18 inning 


game between the Holyoko and Har- 
vard college teams at Boston June 20, 
1889. 


Goorge Gore made the circuit of tho 


bases in 14 seconds at San Francisco 
Nov. 9, 1879. 


Johnny Ward, pitching for the Prov 


idence team, performed the most ro- 
markablo pitching feat on record Juno 
17, 1880. Ho not only shut out Buffalo 
without a hit, bat did not allow a bat- 
ter to reach first. 


On May 2C, 1883, Feunelly of tho 


Atlautio City club made six hits for 19 
bases with the Keystones. 


It was on Aug. 17, 1882, that a home 


ran by Radbourn was the only run made 
iu an 18 inniub game between Prov- 
idence and, Detroit. This is considered 
by many the most remarkable game ou 


In Early Time* All Its Sessions Wore Se- 


cret, Debute Was Limited and the HOIU.O 
Afforded tho Boat Fluid for Ambition* 
Statesmen. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—[Special.]—Al- 


though tho senate has for faomo time do- 
bated tho Hawaiian treaty in executive 
session, there does not appear to bo any 
dearth of information concerning what is 
said in tho dismission. Every day tho 
newspaper correspondents havo had as 
full reports us they cared for, and thoy 
havo been able to secure them without any 
great trouble. In several instances the 
senators who have made speeches havo 
themselves furnished written reports of 
their remarks to the press and in other 
instances have been found only too willing 
to repeat what thoy bad said on the floor 
of tho somite. 
Notwithstanding this pub- 


licity, a great majority of the senators still 
adhere to tho opinion that the secret ses- 
sion is a good thing. 
They contend that 


thoro is no objection to a part of the do- 
bate being given to the press, but claim 
that other parts, which it would not be to 
the interest of the country to have made 
public, can be more easily suppressed in 
tho secret than in the open session. This 
is particularly true, thoy say, when tho 
discussion is of a delicate international 
nature. Even if garbled reports of what 
is said in secret session do got out they 
carry no weight of authority with them, 
while tho same things said in open session 
would of course be reported stenographic- 
ally, Secret Sessions In Early Times. 


Mr. Goorge Gorbam, who was onco sec- 


retary of the senate and who has a pro- 
found respect for that body and all its tra- 
ditions and customs, calls attention to tho 
fact that in its earlier years tho senate sat 
ail the time in secret. 
Then the senate 


was regarded as a sort of executive coun- 
cil, a view which was more or lees war- 
ranted by the constitution. It was regard- 
ed as half advisory to the president, hav- 
ing peculiar powers as to appointments 
and as to treaties, and half legislative, in 
that it co-operated with the house in the 
enactment of laws. The senate held all 
its sessions in secret till 1794, whon a bit- 
ter contest over the seating of Albert Gal- 
latin led to the doors being opened to tha 
public. In the old days both the president 
and members of the cabinet were in the 
habit of visiting the senate for consulta- 
tion, and the body was then more of a 
ministerial council than anything else. 
Our forefathers could not foresee the 
growth of the Union till instead of S3 
senators, the number they had at the be- 
ginning, there should be 90 senators on 
the floor. 


After the government was removed to 


\\ ashington the senate sat in what is now 
the supreme court chamber. No provision 
was made for the public, and the sittings 
of the upper branch wero for a long time 
very exclusive. The little gallery which 
now hangs above the bench behind which 
the supremo court sits was not erected till 
a much later clay. It also transpires, much 
to tho surprise of some senators, that in 
tho old days their branch of the national 
legislature had a rule for limiting debate, 
and business and not speechiuaking was 
the order there. 
The great debates were, 


as a rule, held in the house, and there it 
was thought ambitious young statesmen 
had the best chance for gaining reputa- 
tion. So much was this true that James 
Madison is said to have once declined a 
seat in the senate, and preferred one in 
the house, since it was in the latter body 
ho could do some good for himself. Now 
it is quite tho other way. In tho senate 
one may speak as much as ho likes, and if 
ho has it in him to make a reputation as an 
orator it will come out. In the house one 
musk sometimes wait for years for a good 
opening. 


Sew Story Teller In the House. 


Tho recent civil service debate in the 


house brought out quite a number of clever 
speakers and also the usual quota of story 
tellers. Congressman White of North Car- 
olina, a new man in the house, made quite 
e, reputation for his apt stories and illus- 
trations. In the course of his speech ho 
contended that tho civil serviuu law should 
at least be modified, and he said he was 
reminded of an incident which occurred 
while he was a boy down south. 


"One Sunday," said the congressman, 


while all the members gathnretl about—• 
tho statesmen aro like other people :n lik- 
ing a good story—"one Sunday I went to 
church. It was a little slab church in an 
oak thicket. I got in and I heard the 
preacher praying. He prayed honestly 
and fervently 
He broke forth in all the 


eloquence of his soul: 'O Lord, have 
mercy upon sinners! .O Lord, wilt thou 
curtail the de^'il in his mad career!' A 
goad old deacon over In the corner broke 
in with, 'Yes, good Lord, cut his tail clean 
off.' 
And if I had my way, "added the 


Bpeakor, "I would cut the tail of this civil 
service devil off close behind its ears." 


The senate has been discussing the bill 


through which it is proposed to arrange 
for taking the next census of the United 
States. I have the authority of a recog- 
nized census export, Carroll D. Wright, 
commissioner of labor, who closed up the 
work of the last census, for tho statement 
that this country has never yet had what 
might bo called a good census. Its work 
has always been marred by inaccuracies, 
lometimos through 
inefficiency, 
other 


times through defect in tho law providing 
for it. I asked Mr. Wright if some foreign 
countries did not take their'enumerations 
of population in a single day, and he re- 
plied that that was true, but that such 
censuses wero notoriously inaocurato and 
misleading. In the opinion of exports the 
United States needs a permanent census 
bureau, through which the organization of 
the machinery and perfection of methods 
may be carried on all tho time till wo 
reach tho best possible results.

DIETARY OF CYCLISTS. 


Foreign Authorities on the Medical As- 


pect* of Long Distance Riding. 


Dr. Lucas-Championmere of Paris, 


•who has devoted a good deal of atten- 
tipn to the medical aspects of cycling, 
expresses his opinion that 600 kilome- 
ters in 20 hours, the time in the Paris- 
Bordeaux contest, was not too much for 
a healthy and well trained rider. Dr. 
Championniere gives the following de- 
tails of Eivierre and Gordang's methods 
during the Bordeaux-Paris race: 


"They did not eat nitrogenous food, 


and they were right. But though they 
fiid not sat they drank enormous quan- 
tities of liquid to replace the liquid or 
•weight lost by perspiration. They drank 
tea, beef tea and milk. It is useless to 
eat during violent exercise, but it is 
important to drink, and if the body is 
•in good working order the only result 
of the effort is a decrease in weight. 
The effect, on animals is similar. M. 
Paillard, the sportsman, who rode 1,200 
kilometers in 16 days last year on bis 
two mares Pomponna and Merveilleuse, 
did not increase their ration of oats,, 
but gave them large quantities of green 
fodder and water. It is the same with 
our cyclists, who race on frnit and a 
deal of liquid.'' 


This is right as regards the quality 


of food required on a long distance con- 
test. Whether such a race be harmful 
to an exceptional rider properly trained 
or not we do not yet know. Mills, Shor- 
land, Holbein and Bidlake among Eng- 
lish, and Rivierre, Hnret, Stephana and 
Dnbois among French riders, with many 
others who have competed 
in such 


races, are still well and healthy, includ- 
ing D. Stanton, who raced about 1874 
and 1875 in six day races. We must 
watch their careers in future before we 
can lay down any rule. Our own opin- 
ion is that it does no harm to the one 
man of exceptional physique, but is 
most harmful to the many who aro im- 
properly trained. — British Medical 
Journal.

THE'SMALLEST MOTOR.' 


4t» IntereetinE Invention Designed For a 


Scarfpin. 


The accompanying illustration shows 


what is said to be the smallest electric 
motor in existence. 
The illustration 


shows the motor in its full size. It was 
made to be worn as a scarfpin by Mr. 
D. Goodin, a jeweler and watchmaker 
of McKinney, Tex. It weighs complete 
1 pennyweight and 8 grains. Tbe front 
of the motor is of highly polished gold, 
fnd the commutator segments are also 
of gold. 
Viewed from the front, the 


motor presents only a gold appearance. 
The field magnets are made of two thick- 
nesses of No. 22 sheet iron scraped down 
and polished. These are held together

with gold screws and wound with No. 
28 silk covered wire. The armature is 
of the four pole type and is wound with 
No. 36 wire. The little brashes are of 
hammered copper and are, of course, 


j very thin. There is a small gold switch 
! on a black rubber base, made with a 


pin, to bo worn on the lapol of the vest, 
A small chloride of silver battery, car- 
ried iu the vest pocket, furnishes the 
current for the operation of the little 
machine. The motor runs at a very high 
speed, and its humming can be distinct- 
ly beard by any one standing near the 
wearer.—Electrical Review.

THE GEAR PROBLEM. 


THE FOLDING BED. 


Death is fertile In resources. The foot- 


ball season is of the past, but tho folding 
bed is of the present always.—Harrlsburg 
Independent.

*What Gur Shall We Use?" the Questkm 


of the Hour. 


Among cyclists who have been riding 


for one or more seasons it is at present 
probably less a question what wheel 
they will ride nest year than it is what 
gear they will select. In considering 
the matters riders, even those of experi- 
ence and judgment, get confused. Their 
confusion comes because they enter a 
labyrinth of detail and forget certain 
fundamental principles which aro as 
enduring as tbo law of gravitation. The 
most important of these is tho axiom 
that "all speed is at the expense of pow- 
er. '' There are thousands of riders who 
could well aCord to paste this in their 
cycling caps. If a rider travels ten 
miles in one hour with a 70 gear, he 
will put forth a gr*on amount of pow- 
er. If be has an 80 gour and covers ten 
miles in an hour, it may be easier on 
his muscles, but he has expended pre- 
cisely the same amount of power. He 
may have applied it through a different 
distribution more suitable to his pby- 
sique, but that is all. 


Tho question of gear is entirely one 


of adaptability. For the average run of 
riders the slow movement and decided 
pressure of a high gear are more suit- 
able than the rapid motion and less 
pressure required by a low gear. One 
fact that has side tracked many and 
held back the popultuity of high gears 
is the idea that racing men, who are 
trained athletes, do use and should use 
higher gears than are practicable on 
the road. A trained cycle racer is a 
man - "with elastic muscles and 
no 


"beef," whereas the average rider has 
"beof" and slow muscles. The best rac- 
ing men in short distance unpaced 
races win because of their sprinting 
abilities. They must not have a gear so 
high that the muscular strength re- 
quired to push it loses to them any of 
the benefit of their muscular activity. 
With the average rider the litheness of 
limb does not figure. He is more apt to 
overtax his activity than bis strength, 
and therefore on the road it is quite 
possible for a rider who could not make 
a mile in three minutes to nse a gear aa 
high as Bald or Cooper uses on the 
track and find more comfort in it np 
hill and down, with the wind or against 
it. The proposition is that so much 
horsepower has to be exerted by a mao 
to do a certain thing. 


Most riders, even the slender and less 


robust kind, will find it easier to push 
a little more than to work their legs a 
little faster with the light wheels and 
improved bearings of recent years. The, 
trouble is that riders who have gradual- 
ly moved along from a 63 gear to a 08, 
then to a 72 and nest to a 77, finding 
each higher one more suitable and ac- 
tually easier, are apt to overdo it and 
move to one too high. The rider who 
has graduated through several gears is 
apt to ask, "If. 70 is easier than 60, 
why not use n 200 gear?" The equilib- 
rium of a wheel is dependent on get- 
ting past two dead centers, when the 
pedal is up and when it is down, with 
a certain rapidity. Every hard thrust 
on one side of a wheel, as on one pedal, 
tends to throw it to one side and out of 
equilibrium. The counter thrust on the 
other side restores it if it comes quick 
enough. Thosa_who are observing know 
that as they nave moved to higher gears 
it has become harder and harder to ride 
"hands off." The higher the gear the 
less control of direction with the feet. 


If matters of this-kind were studied 


more by riders, there wonld be fewer 
mortals deluded by new devices which 
claim to "gain power so that a 200 
gear can be ridden as easily as a 70." 
What is the proper gear for any person 
must always be a matter of experiment. 
Observing dealers say that the average 
for men is now running between 72 and 
78.—New York Sun. 


AN AIR PROPELLER. 


It Ptubei a Hand Car Against the Wind. 


Available For Airships. 


Practical tests at Mount Holly, N. J., 


recently proved that a propeller •work- 
ing agaiiist the resistance of the air 
giuerates sufficient force to drive a 
heavily loaded car at the rate of nearly 
six miles an hour. This demonstrates 
that a similar power might be adaptable 
to an airship. 


The test was one of hundreds made 


under the direction of Professor S. P. 
Langley, secretary of the Smithsonian 
institution, Washington. 


Professor Elfreth Watkins of Wash- 


ington conducted the experiments at 
Mount Holly. The Medford branch of 
the Pennsylvania railroad has but little 
traffic, and permission was obtained t<i 
use it. An old hand car was procured 
and a wooden framework fastened to it. 
On this was placed a small gasoline en- 
gine. A shaft ran to the rear of the cur, 
where it was braced, and on the end of 
it was the propeller, a two Waded affair,

eight feet over all. The blades wero 
made of steel tubing, covered with can- 
vas. Instruments were attached to the 
car axle, and the propeller shaft indi- 
cated the speed of each. 


Several tests were made, and Profess- 


or Watkins and his associates were de- 
lighted with the result. The car a.;:^l 
engine complete weighed nearly 4/A-O 
pounds, but it was driven along tno 
track against a strong head wind at tbo 
rate of 5% miles an hour, with th« pro- 
peller making 330 revolutions a minute. 
Tests under varying conditions sho". ed 
equally satisfactory results. 
Professor 


Watkins said that with a few mcditi -a- 
tions suggested by the experiroenlH the 
motor and propeller would be adaptable 
to the airship.—New York Herald. 


Coal Mining by Machinery. 


One of the immediate effects cf the 


recent strike in the coal region has beta 
to create a boom in orders for coal ;riir.- 
ing machinery, and also to stijoralste 
the invention of improvements in "ur- 
dercntting" machines. It is probably 
not a hazardous prediction to say that j 
within the next ten years nearly all of 
the coal mines -will be fully equipped 
with coal cutting machinery, in which 
each cutter will do the work of at least 
eight or ten miners with the pick. The 
saving in waste of coal, in time and in 
wages will, it is calculated, enable pro- 
ducers to place coal at tide water afc 
somewhat less cost than 'it is delivered 
afc the mouth of the mine under present 
methods.—Philadelphia Record.

Odd End of an Old "Ordinary." 


It has always been a source of wonder 


that more ancient and antiquated wheels 
are not seen in use on the roads, and 
much speculation has been indulged in 
as to what becomes of them. Perhaps 
the problem has now been partly solved.

CHEAPER INSURANCE 


Rates on Fire 
Insurance 


Would be Lower if City 
had Better Protection. 


ECONOMY IN NEW 
EQUIPMENT 


For Fire Department Shown by Fig- 


ures From Chief Byars. Insur- 


ance Men Agree That City 


Could Have Lower 


Premiums. 


APPOINTMENTS TONIGHT,

Important Council Meeting. 
Mayor 


Cady Will Announce Heads of 


Departments. 


Many of the city departments are ask- 


ing in their annual reports at this season 
for larger appropriations next year. Some 
of these cause the tax payers to object to 
increased expenditures, considering the 
present municipal debt. But when it can 
be shown that improvements so impera- 
tively needed as those asked for the fire 
department would not only increase the 
safety of the city, but would be actually 
cheaper to the city' and tax payers, the 
subject deserves the most caretul consid- 
eration. 


Chief Byars has done much to improve 


the condition of the fire department, and 
is anxious to do more, as shown in the 
recommendations in his report which 
were given in THE TRANSCRIPT. He asks 
there for the purchase of two pairs of 
horses and a chemical engine/ 
He has 


heretofore urged improvements In the 
equipment only on the ground of better 
protection from loss to the city, which is 
in itself worth a slight increase in the city 
tax in the minds of many property own- 
ers. He nas recently been making inves- 
tigations of statistics, however, and is 
confident now that the increased expense 
for such improvements would be more 
than met by the saving from lower insur- 
ance rates which would follow. 


This question of premium rates for fire 


insurance is one that has been discussed 
much among property owners. It is gen- 
erally admitted that the rates in this city 
are higher than those of many cities no 
larger than North Adams, and some com- 
ments have been made on that fact. In- 
surance men say, however, that the rates 
are as low as is consistent with the char- 
acter of the buildings and the nature of 
the protection offered by the fire depart- 
ment. Since this was made a city, the in- 
spection of buildings has been more 
thorough, so that the city is continually 
growing safer as a place for risks by in- 
surance companies, and the only thing 
now needed to receive the benefit of lower 
rates is an improved fire department. 


The most important feature of the pres- 


ent point made by Chief Byars is that in- 
surance men are encouraging in their 
opinions on it. They haveldiscussed the 
matter considerably, and say that the 
companies would reduce the rates in 
proportion as the risks were made safer 
by an increased efficiency in the fire de- 
partment. The city has been very fortu" 
nate in its losses by fire for the last few 
years, The total loss for the last five 
years in the district now in the city has 
been little over $85,000, divided annually 
as follows: '93, $32,246; '94, $11,802; '95. 
$13,055; '96, $17,009; '97, 511,116. It is esti- 
mated that the insurance companies take 
out of the city each year in premium8 


nearly §80,000, or almost as much as the 
total ioas for five years. This small loss 
gives the city a good record, although 
the companies have to govarn their rates 
largely by the law of averages, A better 
fire department would, however, insure 
the insurance companies from greater 
loss, and they would pay for it by de- 
creasing their premiums. 


Present rates for fire insurance are 


about one per cent, for dwellings and 
from 1} to three per cent, on business 
blocks. A reduction of J of one per cent, 
on dwellings and of an average of J of one 
per cent, on business blocks is what might 
be expected if the fire department was 
improved as Chief Byars has suggested- 
He estimates that to put the department 
in first class shape, such as a city of this 
size should have, would increase the tax 
about 10 cents on $1,000, If insurance 
rates were reduced by i of one per cent., a 
man owning a §10,000 property of build- 
ing and contents would save.taking 80 per 
cent, of the valuation, $40 on insurance 
and pay §1 more in taxes, a clear gain of 
§39, or $3.90 on every §1,000. 


To equip the department enough for 


^hat would probably require the erection of 
a new building, for the proper accommo- 
dation of horses and equipment. The city 
may be hardly ready for that at present, 
although it is one of the necessities of the 
future. But the securing of the chemical 
engine with a pair of horses to be always 
ready for action would require less than 
|2,OCO besides the slight alterations in the 
Center street house, where it would be 
kept. And insurance men say that even 
this would undoubtedly be met by some 
reduction in premiums, since fully 50 per 
cent of the fires could be extinguished 
with no loss from water damage with a 
chemical which would reach them with 
no delay. 


It seems to be the opinion of those who 


have studied the situation that every im- 
provement made in the department would 
be met by at least enough reduction on 
premiums to make it financially profit- 
able to tax and insurance payers even if it 
actually failed to lessen the fire loss for 
any one year. In view of this conclusion, 
jt has been suggested that the city confer 
with the insurance men on the matter in 
detail, with the probability of taking 
action. 


Criminal Court Begins Today, 


Tho criminal sitting of the superior 


court began at Pittafield this morning 
at 11 o'clock, with Judge Maynard pre- 
siding. 
There are about a dozen jail 


cases, and some 30 where defendants are 
on bail; there are 24 suits on bail bonds, in 
some of which the sureties are on two 
cases, and a large number awaiting sen- 
tence on cases either appealed from the 
lower courts or on previous convictions. 
It is thought the sitting will last two 
weeks, 
It ie possible that Nathaniel 


Moseley may have counsel assigned to 
him, and possibly be^rraigned on the in- 
dictment for murder against him. It is 
Boii that he begins to realize the gravity 
of the charge.

There will be great interest in the 


meeting of the city council this evening 
since it is the ono at which most of the 
appointments of Mayor Cady will be 
announced. 
President Wilkinson of the 


council wil) also name tho committees 
for tho year, and the two sets of ap_ 
pointments will probably be enough to 
insure the attendance of a large number 
of spectators. 


The probable appointments have been 


thoroughly discussed on the street, and 
the public feels very sure of the men who 
will be selected in many cases. Mayor 
Cady, however, has given little informa_ 
tion as to his intentions. There have 
been several lists suggested, but all of 
them are the results of considirable guess 
work. 
' 


Moat discussion has been over the posi- 


tion of superintendent of streets. There 
are only two candidates left in the field, 
P. G, Carpenter and Henry Douglas. The 
appointment is made by the commissioner 
of public works. It is generally believed 
that P. J. Ashe will be the next city so- 
licitor and that City Engineer Emigh will 
become commissioner of public works. 
Treasurer Hardenbergh and Bookkeeper 
Keefe will probably be reappointed, and 
Auditor Bond's re-tJection is expected. 
For chairman of the board of health there 
is considerable doubt, Dr. Putnam and 
Dr. Stafford each being possible. 


One matter of importance will probably 


be brought up by Mayor Cady, in connec- 
tion with the report of the state board of 
lunacy and charity on the condition of 
the almshouse. He will send a message 
recommending the appointment of a com_ 
mittee to investigate the management 
and condition of the place. There will 
also be much interest in the standing 
committees to be named by President 
Wilkinson.

Native African Boy Singers, 


The Baptist church was crowded and 


many were turned away Sunday evening, 
when J. H. Balrner, a missionary from 
South Africa, was present to speak on 
mission work in that country. He was 


accompanied by Miss Elsie Clark, an ac- 
complished young lady who was born in 
South Africa, the daughter of missionary 
parents, ana by five small native boys 
whose singing thrilled the audience and 
showed the wonderful possibilities of de- 
velopment under the influences of Chris, 
tian teaching. The boys represented four 
tribes, Zulu, Basuto, Kaffir and Bushman, 
and were very bright and interesting 
specimens. They rendered songs in three 
languages and their work was such that 
in spite of the fact that it was a 
Sunday evenin? religious service the 
audience applauded several times. Miss 
Clark acted as accompanist and Mr. 
Balmer gave a very interesting talk re- 
garding the 'people of Africa and the 
work that is being done among them. He 
was heard with close attention and the 
service was one of unusual interest 
throughout. A similar service was held 
at St. John's'parish hall Sunday after- 
noon at 4 o'clock and another will be 
held at the Baptist church this evening, 
when an entirely different program will 
be given.
